OPPOSING THE NEW TREATY. 
It is instructive to contemplate the 
contrasting 
attitudes 
of 
Senators 
Lodge and Borah towards the new 
German 
treaty. 
Senator Lodge ap­ 
pears as its principal champion in the 
senate, Senator Borah as its principal 
opponent. The former’s position is the 
more intelligent, hut the latter's is the 
more consistent and the more honest. 
Mr. Borah is opposed to the new 
treaty because it affirms a large paid; 
of the Versailles Treaty, and because 
it claims privileges for America under 
that treaty and leaves open the way 
for American participation in the pre­ 
parations commission when Mr. Borah 
believes will ultimately mean our en­ 
trance into the League. 
Having op­ 
posed the Versailles Treaty and the 
League, Mr. Borah opposes this new 
treaty.. However 
mistaken 
his atti­ 
tude may be, his course is entirely con­ 
sistent. 
It confirms the widespread 
belief that partisan 
reasons 
did not 
enter into Mr. Borah’s opposition to 
the Versailles pact. 
Now let us look at Senator Lodge. 
He also opposed the Versailles Treaty 
and the Covenant; but now that a re­ 
publican 
administration 
has 
taken 
that treaty and juggled it about a bit 
and omitted direct reference to the 
League, though leaving the door open 
to representation on the reparations 
commission, Mr. Lodge is for it in its 
new republican form. This, of course, 
. merely makes more plain what was 
very plain all 
along— namely, 
that 
partisan reasons were the only reasons 
why Mr. Lodge opposed the Versailles 
pact and the Covenant and that if they 
had been submitted at the beginning 
by a republican 
administration 
Mr. 
Lodge would 
have 
supported them 
vigorously from the start. 
Mr. Borah 
took 
the 
anti-Treaty 
stand at the outset and, having once 
taken it, he is sticking to it even when 
his own party is against him. He pre­ 
serves the appearance of sincerity. It 
is doubtful whether he will carry his 
opposition to the new pact very far be­ 
cause as a matter of fact there is noth­ 
ing to do except ratify it, since peace 
must be made in some way and there 
is now no other way. 
But at any rate 
Mr. Borah puts himself on record and 
cannot be accused of inconsistency.

does not 
rest upon the majority party alone. It 
rests upon the 
minority 
also in full 
proportion to the minority’s strength 
and ability. 
That is why the course which was 
taken by men like Congressman Ford- 
nev, who boasted 
that his endeavor 
under President Wilson was to so vote 
as to put the president in a hole, was 
so vicious. 
The amazing thing is that 
in the north the most enthusiastic en­ 
dorsement of the 
Fordney 
attitude 
came from men of education and prop­ 
erty. They were ready to do anything, 
to beat Wilson. 
Their one aim was to 
get rid of the democrats. 
Well, they did it: with what result 
the comments of The Journal of Com­ 
merce, quoted above, suggest. 
Will 
they see now the folly of the tactics 
they have pursued? Will they in the 
next elections support men because of 
the soundness of the things they stand 
for instead of simply because they are 
labeled republican or democrat? 
Unless they do there can be no re­ 
lief from the situation against which 
The Journal of Commerce cries out. 
The weakness of the democratic party 
today is that the south can he counted 
upon to stand by any policy labeled 
democratic. 
The weakness of the re­ 
publican party is that 
the 
educated 
and propertied classes in the north are 
in the same slavery to the republican 
party. For the south there is some ex­ 
cuse. 
What possible excuse can there 
be for the voters in the north who are 
governed in their voting by blind pre­ 
judice and refuse in season and out 
to believe that there can be any vir­ 
tue outside the republican party?

Merger Plan Approved. 
New York, 
Sept. 29.—A general 
approval to the plan of railway 
consolidations was voiced by Dan­ 
iel Willard, following the publica­ 
tion from Washington of the Inter­ 
state Commerce Commission’s ten­ 
tative plans for the consolidation of 
all the major carriers of the United 
States into nineteen systems. Wil­ 
lard declined to state whether the 
commission’s plan, which 
follows 
closely the plan prepared under its 
direction bv Prof. William E. Rip­ 
ley of Harvard, was, in his opinion, 
wise to adopt at the present time. 
“Railway 
constitutions, 
as con­ 
templated under the Esch-C inn mins 
act. are voluntary, and subject to 
the approval of the Interstate Com­ 
merce Commission.’’ Willard said. 
“Our great railroad systems today 
are the result 
of 
consolidations. 
This practice, however, was stop­ 
ped by the Sherman antitrust law, 
but now the carriers are permitted 
to resume mergers if, in the opinion 
of the commission, the consolida­ 
tions tend for 
greater 
efficiency 
and economy of transportation.*’
